THE MAGIC EASTER EGG 


Here’s an effective trick you can show the family on Easter morning. 
It’s simple, but if you perform it correctly you'll make their eyes pop 


out like coat pegs! 
SIMPLE PREPARATION 


Punch a smail, neat hole in each 
end of an ordinary chicken’s-egg. 
Then remove the contents by blow- 
ing through one of the holes. (If 

/] the contents are caught in a glass 
the egg can still be used in the 
kitchen.) 

Let the interior dry. Then fill 
the egg (through the holes, of 
course !) with multi-coloured con- 
fetti. Plug the ends of the shell 
with little pieces of paper. ‘Then 
colour the egg red or green to look 
like the typical Easter boiled egg.

THE PERFORMANCE
